We passed into an- immense double gal- 


lery, supported by pyramidal formations 
ol 
great size—stalagmites, formed by 


water dropping on the earth. A thousand 
odd figures are found here—Gothic shrines, 
mummies, Druids, with flowing beards. 
Shapes that startle the beholder like some 
wild dream; and among them are count- 
less pyramids, obelisks and basins which 
seem to be made of purest alabaster. Great 
drops trickled down upon our heads, and 
upon the wet and slippery ground are an 
incalculable number of small, perfectly 
rounded balls, dead white petrifactions, 
forming little hollows where they lie. 
We thought of Hip Van Winkle's brown- 
ies, playing ten pius among tbe Catskill-c, 
and were fain to hasten lest we, too, be- 
come pillars of stone. 


By and by we came to another and still 


loftier corridor, supported by pillars cov- 
ered with what seemed to be creeping 
plants and rows j of gigantic stone cauli- 
flowers—each leaf most delicately chiselled 
and looking like appropriate food for the 
colossal dwellers of the cavern. As the 
torches flashed upor masses of , rock and 
hillocks crowned with temples and pyra- 
mids, congealed torrents that seemed to 
belong to the north pole and Doric col- 
umns like those of Greece, we gave our- 
selves up to -admiration; but to attempt 
anything like minute description is entire- 
ly out of the question. 
' 
Among all these curious accidents, pro- 


duced by dropping water, none is more 
exquisite than a perfect amphitheatre, ten 
times larger than that at Chautauqua, with 
regular benches, surrounded by an im- 
mense organ whose pipes, when struck, 
give forth a deep musical sound. Thi« or- 
gan formation is not uncommon in cav- 
erns. I have seen it in those at Luray. 
Harper's Ferry, Pesqaeria, etc.. and am 
told that it is also tDund in Kentucky's 
Mammoth Cave. 
It is not difficult to fall 


in with the Indians' belief that supernatu- 
ral beings have their sanctuary in these 
petrified solitudes, or that they were built 
by some race of Titans in the morning 
twilight of time. 
I cannot tell you how far we went—it 


seemed, impossible to calculate time and 
distance among these stupendous masses. 
Tfle interior of the mountain has been ex- 
plored only about twelve miles, and it is 
believed that greater wonders lie beyond. 
As we advanced, the way became more 
difficult, because of detached masses oE 
crystal rock, and a sound of rushing wa- 
ter came faintly from u distance. 
Our 


guides now strongly urged return, and 
suspecting the true reason to be that they 
were afraid of losing themselves and us in 
this mighty toinb, we reluctantly retraced 
our steps, leaving unexplored numerous 
corridors branching off into the darkness.
